Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative argued that it would not have been 
obvious to position the sensor of Calandra et al. on the cover of Gordon because the sensor of Calandra et al. requires 
a sealed vessel for the sensor to function properly and the cover of Gordon does not seal the vessel. As a result, the 
sensor would not function as intended when positioned on the cover of Gordon. The Examiner indicated that 
Applicants' comments would require further consideration upon filing a response and reconsideration of the prior art of 
record .
